The onemy has mounted small pledea
an fat carm and & rushing them up and
down the rallway on the east bank of
Isongo, sweéeping the west bank with a
hot fre.

Six miles novthwest of Gorizin another
Italian force In attemping to oross the
river und descend upon the clty from the
north. Epemy guns on Monte Sano are
shrapneling the Italian forcea and shell-
Ing their pontoons. The battle around
Plave has continued for several days,
with the Austrinns stubbornly resiating,

The bombardment of Tolmino continues
without Interruption Hevaral or the
outer works have been badly damaged
by Itallan shalls, but the dominating po-
gitlon of the enemy's guns haa prevanted
any near approach by Italinn Infantry,

The Bersaglieri and Alpinl In the Tol-
ming reglon bave heen busy elearing tha
rurrounding pesks of small bodles of en-
emy aharpahcotars who sniped at infantry
forces moving through thse pusses. In
foma Inatances the Austrians have ren-
dered positfons on the mountaln summits
impregnable by blocking the paths with
huge rocks. Im these cuses, the Alpin-
isla hpve asurrounded the peaks with
wmall syguads of mun and are attempting
1o starve out the splpers

Fighting In the Trentlno has consisted
largely of unimportant skirminhes for tha
laat & hours, according to the War Of-
fice.

The capturs of Ploeken, near the south.
orn part of the Isongd, by the Itallans
threatens to gut off the Austrinns from
the Inssbruck-Tarvis rallway.

Itallun  forces have occupled Porto
Rosega, south of Monfalcone, and have
stized & number of ships In the yurds at
Ehat podnt Among them wns a small
Crulzer which the Austrians were bulld-
ing for China.,

With the Ausirian cities of Monfalcons,
Gradisca and Roversto, as well as 30 vii-
lages, In Itallan possesslon and the Ital-
lan drives against the Auvstrian strong-
holde of Trent and Triesta proceeding
supnesafully the Austrian troops are be-
caniing completaly demorallzsed by con-
tinupus dafeats

An official statement bearing on this
phase of the Austro-Itallan war wos
kiven out toduy by Ma Nallan genaral
staff. It sayw In part:

"Documents found on Austrian ofMcers
who were oaptured by us show that ths
Austrinn commanders dre much peor-
turbed by the grave fact that gevalop-
ments at the front have prejudiced the
alacipline of thelr troops. In order to
Bop dessrtions the Austrian ofMicers have
made apecial rules more atrict than eaver
known, showing the unheard-of pollce
methiods o which they wore compelled to
reaort Lo kowp Chelr armiss iotact

"“The Austrian genoral stalf has also
provided severs pesialties for scldisrs who
attempt o surrender or for those who
try to evade military dutles by malipnger-
log.”
